Why neither more nm' loss than [)eoplo 
- and peoj)le can bo jjlacud there by ex- 
tending tiie Nanainio railway to the north 
end of Vancouver Island. 

I'lie length of tho extension, a.'iy from 
ilayno'E Sound, will be about two hun- 
dred miles, and the cost of building is 
estimated at about four million dollars. 
Can this bo considered a gigantic under- 
laking for a government wliicli have con- 
stnicted the Canadian I'acilic Railway / 
lli.saii absolutely necessary work if the 
Canadians \t ish to keeji the commerce of 
tlieir own ciiinitry in their own hands, for 
assuredly if it bo not built, the distribut- 
ing point for merahaudis|B 16 om oii'h 
riiiisis will bo ill Alaska. American boats 
so frecpieiitly and regularly running will 
carry goods (in bond) from Victoria, Van- 
ciiuver, or elsewhere to Alaska, and tliere 
traiishi]! them in, say, tumiiiially Hrilisli 
boats, to Various places ujion our own 
cii.ists. The value of our northern regions 
is and has lioeii altogether undervalued 
hy our own poojde. All that is wanted 
I I make thoui flourish are people — people 
will soon hiiiko productions and buildup 
productive iudiiatries. 

Kor tho local govornment to say that 
the Dominion go\'erniiieiit ought to do 
this Work is wicked — in fact a mere at- 
tempt to play shuttlecock with it — and so 
put otf doing anything but dissemble. 
That tho Dominion govornment should 
liberally assist is beyond dispute, beeausi; 
as the railroad will luiiig people, consuiu- 
eis, and promote commerce, (which witli- 
'iiit the railway they will lose) and thus 
bring ill a larger revenue to the Uominion 
oxehoijiier, in fact, more than sufticient in 
lirocess of time to pay? their contribution 
to tho building. . , ■ j ' 

On the other hand, there cannot bo^i 
doubt but that it is the duty of tho local 
(ovorimient to open up the country by 
means of roads and so forth, ami o|iening 
the country by uiuaiis of a railroad is of 
the same kind as an ordinary road, 
although somewhat more exiiensivn. 

To build a ivagon road a couplu of hun- 
Ired miles, tment to' Ije' t'riivijrs'ed at all 
seasons, svould <5ost at least' three hundred 
tlmusalid doll.'ii's, and although somewhat 
useful for settlement, would lie worthless 
for the innpiise of northern const coni- 
iiiei'ce. 'I'his road, too, would be ex]ieii- 
sivu til keep in repair. It will be much 
che.'iper in tho end and infinitely more 
I'rolit.-dile and advantageous to the coun- 
try to build a r.iilroiid at once, in fact, the 
railroad is an absolute necessity. 

Let us suppose that a company would 
build the milroad, provided that interest 
was guaranteed upon tho outlay. Say, 
the outlay will bo four million dollars and 
the interest two per cent, per annum. 
The annual interest will be eighty thous- 
and dolhii-s, say for a period of (the huig- 
est) fifteen years. The cost in interest 
for tifteen years, iine iniUiou' two hundred 
thousand dollars, thiit ' is' tb' say, if the 
railroad ilid not pay within that jioriod 
1 lowever, the province ought nob to p.'iy 
iiioru than tho half of this, or say six 
bundled thousand dollars in (iftcen years, 
or foi'ty thousand per niulum. 

Now, supposing' the pi-ovinee had. to 
build'A'Wgdn'riAiIdl'BlJ'lit' cbsti of three 
liiuulrcd thousand dollai-s, tho money bf»r- 
rowed at four per cent. \»:r annum, the 
annual interest and sinking fund tlu'ieon 
the pro\ inee would have to pay would be 
twenty thoiis;ind dollars per annum, or 
ono half tho amount juskcd for build- 
ing a railway. Which is preferiible ( 
There-'caniibt be'Wddubt thatifor the i)in - 
|io.sc8 of settlement' and commerce the 
Wagon road would he next t.o useless: the 
railroad invaluable and absolutol,y neces- 
sary, for if not liuilt, N'aiicouver Island 
miiBt almost ivtiogr.ide. The birty thous- 
.•lud piu- aniunn nuist be ]iaid, iml hij Umn, 
b.it out of tho current revenue. 

This means (if Vancouver Island he 
alone reckoned) two dollars' per head an- 
nually. Surely it is better, to |(ay this 
■uid so increase what wo have, instead of 
refusing to contribute and thereby 
run a great risk not only of stag- 
nation, but of losing all wu possess. 
Vot it is said peoide object to 
paying for this essential piirpoael \\\w 
is tfi jnak'e' this country progress/ ( )nr- 
solrcs, most iissuredly, and ice mnni pay 
tho cost of doing so.

stance's: Tho Woodaide loft Victoria on 
the morning of tho l'2lh inst. for Alhoriii, 
with Mrs. Wrede and two children as pas- 
sengers, and a crew of six, namely: Capt. 
Clumis, Donald Todd, Win. I'laimory, 
Win. Knox, Joe Merritt and a Chinese 
cook. She had also a gu^iui'id cargo of 
provisions shipped by Mr. H... Saunders 
and insured for 82,000. All went well 
with tho vessel until about .1 o'clock in 
tho afternoon, when, during a heavy sea, 
tho rudder broke louse from tho piiitals, 
and tho steamer lay helpless about live 
miles from tho Nitinat river. The vessel, 
being at the mercy of tho waves, took on 
board a large ([iiantity of . water and thu 
ca])t.;iin ilecideil to abandon her. All 
hands .wore placed in thu steamer's boat, 
and wore landed safely on shore about 
throo miles from Pachena, where tliiiy 
found Homo Indians living in a cabin. Tho 
Indians did all they coiiW to make the 
party comfortable, giving np their cabin 
for the night to Mrs. VVrcdo and her chil- 
dren. During tho night the stciunor j 
drifted ashore, and is reported W iiavej 



become a total vrreolc. Tho whole party 
embarked 'in a canoo next mbruing and 
were brouglit to Victoria' by the Nitinat 
chief. Tho Woodsido was built by Messrs. 
Muir about olovon years ago, and was 
valued at ?8,000. She was uninsured.

Chinamen. In 1880 there woro thirteen 
accidents, three being fatal; live out of 
the thirteen were explosions all caused l>y 
white men. In 1881 there were twelve 
accidents, Imt there was no record t<i ^hvv/ 
that Chinese caused any of them. 
At tho time there wore botweon three 
and four hundred Chinese working 
for the comp'lmy and it vva« 
s.'ifo to say about as many, if 
not more, for tho miners. In the year« 
1881 and 1882 there was not a single ac- 
cident recorded iigai list tho Chinese, and 
he could not hel]) thinking that nearly all 
acciduut.s were caused Lhro.ugh tlie care- 
lessness of tho miners tliemsohes. hi 
18S^ there were twenty-nine accidents, 
live being fatal. One explosion was caused 
by throo Chinamoii, fortunately not of a 
serious nature. Nearly sixty per cent, of 
tho explosions during the year wore 
caused by ga.s and shots, aud all through 
white men, except tho «ne be- 
fore mentroiied and the e.^plosimi 
that took place in the shalt, an 
unaccouul.ablo occnrroncj for which no 
one wis blamabiu. in 1883 tlioro were 
twoiity-tliruo explosions, one of which 
was caused by a Chinaman liring a 
shot, injuring himself only, but why 
was he allowed to lire the shot' 
The other explosions were all caused by 
white men. For 1884 there were no less 
than eighty accidents, thirty of which 
proved fatal. Ten accidents were caused 
by shots and louse powder, and the very 
large number of twenty-live gas explo- 
sions. Amongst these there was only ono 
caused 'uy a Chinaman, and that one to 
himself and in a very light form. Tho 
number of Chinamen employed in the 
cidlieries this year far exceed 1000. .In 
1880 there were tliiity-two accidents, ten 
being fatal. Tho number of accidents liy 
shot, powtlor and explosion of gas are 
very small this year aud in uo iustaocu 
attachable to Oninaiuen. 

In 188fl twenty-four accident^ occurred 
— eight by gas explosions and four by 
powder. Two (Jliiuanien were very slight- 
ly burned by an explosion of gas in No. 
1 shaft, Naiiaimo colliery, this being the 
second accident tu Chiuaiueu in the same 
shaft, pi living the uucessity of .working 
with safety lamps.. 1887 ^yas the must 
terrible of all years, there being no less 
than 167 lives lost, and 32 less serious acci- 
dents. No iimtanco is on record of the 
Chinese causing tho death of .any one in 
this disastrous year. So ih it fiimi thi' 
year i67ii to the ye.-ir ending 1.S87, a 
period extending over twelve years, there 
were 2.'J8 fatal accidents and 248 non- 
fatal accidents. Out of this very large 
number ninety-one accidents wero causuil 
by gas explosions, lire-damp, blown-out 
shots and prematuii) exjilosion of shots. 
This class of accident.s is t he umsi to be 
dre.aded and the most to be guarded 
against. Bnt to say that the expulsion ol 
Chinese from the mines will lessen tlies.' 
4a|UgurB is no argument, in the face of the 
nicts just quoted.. But it could be fairly 
said3tbabj'"thetr,.. expulsion will inci e is'e 
rather tiian lessen these dangers, inas- 
much as it would nei;essitate the hiring of 
that class of men classed .as dangerous by 
the inspector of niine.s. In giving over the 
evidence given by the delegates win. 
appearetl liei'oro the eominittu'e. 
ap.'irt ,,from... the ^cases already rc- 
recomed Wliioh. ti^^^ (if* they gave 

no evidence that stiengtli'oned their posi 
tloii. 

lle^Mr. Mason) ihoiiglit that he liad 
shown that the Chinese were uoL tlu- 
daiigerous elenu.nts that tho miners have 
tried to make out, that the only way to 
lessen those explosions and save loss of 
life was to do away with- imteked flights in 
the mines altogtStlier, and' ^niVi;t ' thai 
safety lalnpa be usi'd iMitiivly. He 
thought that neither inaii.'igers or miuer.s 
would favour their exclusive use, but In- 
thought also tliat the evidence of the 
inspector <vf mines proved that it was 
only by their uxclusive use that a jiroper 
safeguard would- be thrown arouiul the 
minors. 'The expulsion of Chinese wa- 
neither coiistitutiunid nor eipiil.ilile, and 
such being the case he could not snpii.irt 
the clause prohibiting their einployment. 
(Applause). . , , ., . 

.Mr. Fry would also like to see the 
Chinese clause eliiiiin.ated from the bill. 
They had endeavored for yeai.s p.ist ti. 
legislate against the Chinese but .ill 
etliirLs had 1 leeii . lerl.ire.l one. nist iliiLion;il. 
A |)revioii:-. ;iel pa.ssed by this le.gisl.atuii! 
was apjiitaled lo the privy cinieil of Eiig- 
j laud, and the attoi ni.y ;<i iieral of that day 
I was compellecr to w it hdr.iw it. The mat- 
ter was corresponded on betweiiii the 
Kngliali anil Chinese .governments and tie, 
former wero coinpellod to ajiologizo fi.i- 
the language coulaineil in that act. He 
trusted this legislatu-e wmild not repeat 
such legislation. If an an aii'.'enieiil 
could be come to ln'tweeii the mi.ieis and 
the mine owners, well .iiid giioil; but they 
bad no power whatevurto legialato against 
Chinese beiiig,'8>iployod'inA:ooal;;.;in^^ 
History proved tliat' the Chinese were not 
the .l.aiigerous element, for but eight |)er 
cent, of the accidents were due to them. 
He trusted that in committee tho clause 
in <piestiou^-|v,ould',bo, .expunged from the 
proposed anieiVdinorits. '. ■ 

Hon. Mr. Hiiinphieys thought th.-it the 
opinior. of men who had spent their lives 
in the mine.' should be taken biifure that 
of iiirvpeiieiici:d men. The [irevious 
speakers li.td endeavored to show that ti; • 
Chinese were responsible but for few oi 
the accidents. Mis information was dif- 
ferent from that. As far as the constitu- 
tionality, of the clause was conoiM-iied, it 
was his opinimi tliat the legisl.-il ure had 
the power to pass and enforce such legi.s- 
lation. 'I'lie exclusion of CliineEu from 
labin ing in mines would increase the cost 
of the production of the coal. 

Hon. Mr, Dunsmuir— Thu public, will 
pay for that. 

Continuing, Mnii. Mr. Humiilireys said 
that tho coal diggers themselves had coine 
to tho conclusion that Chinese were dun- 
gertmg^lp their safety, .antl desired their 
exolu'stoii'.' ' So far as tlio other provisions 
were cincerned he was not prejiared to 
st.Tto whether they were calculated to pro- 
tect the niiiieiH, but he believed that they 
would rather accept the Chinese claiise 
alone llian that it should be exckulod. 
This was the cLiiyio which gentlemen oj)- 
posite had, HO- far opposed. Let 
the Chinese claiiso be included, 
and if it was dis.allowed at (')t- 
tawa, well and good, th.-y would 
then bo satislied. PhU be ditl iiol lieliuve 
it. would be dis.-illi.wed. The coal mine 
owner first consideiiul jjii.lits, the iirotec- 
tion of life afterwards. It was his inten- 
tion to aid thu passage of the Chinese 
clauBQ in order that the minors might be 
afforded tho protection they sought. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir had not intended 
at first to speak on the subject. Ho was 
pleased to havo hounl the lion, member 
from Coiiiox diaciiSB the matter in the 
manner that he had. He gave place to 
no man in iiis - knclwlisdge of what was 
reipiired for the safety of thu ininers, but 
such safely was not lobe found in the 
first and second clauses of the ])roposed 
aiiiendinonts. It was only by the indi- 
vidual minor protecting himself that safety 
could be secured. After the oxplosiiin 
al Wellington ho bad gone up on the 
train, and had mot thn minors, and 
they had Hpokeii to him about reipiiring 
further legislation, but no mention was 
made of ChinoHu. He had attended their 
meeting in llio public hall at' Wellington, 
and had sjioken there to them, but it was 
only after a Knight of Labor got up and 
stated that what they wanted was legisla- 
tion against tho Chineso that the latter 
wero at all mentioned. So far as tlie del- 
egates who had come down horo were 
dohoenied, they were not the roprosonlJi- 
tiveS of 'th6 ■min6t8--tlioy were rather 
representodveidf tbeuMelvesa'nd tlie jjeu- 



uinu minora were ashumed of thorn. There 
had been three ex|>losioiis in his mines, 
one by ^as, tho other two by powder. One 
aecidmit they had discovered after the in- 
quest was over was caused by powder, 
through the carelessness of one man. The 
delegates who claimod thnt the accident 
Willi caused 'oy a door buing left open did 
not know what thoy wero talking about. 
1 f there had licen a double duor tit the 
place indicated it would have been a dan- 
ger ratlier-than a safety. When the (>x- 
jilosioiv oeoUnreid| in . ^9J9 jhis^vilud |be^n' 
dowii ill tho' iiiinb at ' three o'clock 'the 
niorniiig Ijeforo and had warned Dixon, 
the foreman, not to leave the 
place, but the latter had gone away, 
and thus caused tho exjilosion. 
If they excluded Chiiieao from tho mino 
they Would have to replace them by white 
ineu from smne other eouhtry,.,.w;ho>.'would 
be far more ignorant ' tHiin "the 'Otitnese. 
Tho latter, however, wero not dangerous, 
and put a chalk mark on u face and under 
no jiressure could you get John to go past 
that mark. They wore not a dangerous 
element in thu mines. The lion, gentle- 
man had stated the owners considered 
profits first. He would like to inform 
nim that the best way to secure profits 
was hy keeping a mine in goodorder. By 
keeping everything, working, smoothly 
and continuously, then jirofits would fol- 
low. The manager of the mines was tho 
man who bost kinw who was fit 
for the position of Uremaii. Ho 
himself as owner of a mine would 
not reconiniend the appointment 
of any lireniaii — the manager underground 
was the one to kuow aud to hiiu- it was 
left. Ho had no objection to tho miners 
apiiointiiig a lireman for thoniselvoH, but 
there was many a good miner who did 
not know how to trim a safety laiiii). He 
would introduce an ainendiiient providing 
that the niiners can examine the mino 
every shift, oveiy day, ovory week or 
every mouth, lie thought that the liouso 
would give him credit for endeavoring to 
place as many safeguards as possible for 
the protection of tlie miner. It was put 
forward tliat thu coal miner was sacrific- 
ing something to get tho Cliinosu exclud- 
ed. This was not so. Ho know what 
was wanted, and who would have to make 
the sacrilico. Did these men who came 
down bore represent the real miner — no! 
I f a ballot was taken to-morrow among 
the minors it would be found that a great 
majority were favorable to the employ- 
ment of Chinese. Dozens of minors had 
left the di.striet lately simply because thoy 
were in't .dlowed to employ Chinese. 

Col. Maker said he agreed with tho hou. 
introducer of the resolution that this was 
a iiiost important bill. But while they 
wore considering ono class of workmen, 
they should also consider the other classes 
in the |)rovince. If the Chinese were in- 
eluded, it would simply mean a strike for 
liii;lii r wages, an advance in tho price of 
eoal, which tho workmen with others in 
thu prnviiice would havo to pay for. Jf 
they introduced this sort of precedent, 
other workmen might seek for legislation 
which would be detrimental tu thu inter- 
ests of thu coal miners. He would vote 
honestly m the matter, and believing it 
in the interests of the real wnrkiiigman, 
he would oppose the ]iasaiigo of this 
Chinese clause. 

I\lr. .Semliii thought in the face of the 
petitiinis which had come from various 
parts of the province, it was foolish to 
e. intend that ojiposition tu the Chinese 
cl iuse wu)jld, be' iti the interests of the 
woi kingmiiii. He intended to vote hon- 
estly in this matter, and would support 
the p.'os.-ige of the (.Ihiliese clause. 

Mr. Iteaven said they wore promised at 
llie Opel iiig i..f the session that legislation 
would be iiitr.iduecd for the purpose of 
protecting the coal minor, and it was ex- 
pected that the government would' havo 
int roduced legislation tending to this end. 
Bui. from remarks which had fallen from 
lion, gentlemen opposite it was seen that 
they intended to ojiposo tho clause re- 
stricting the (Jliiiiese, which tho minoi-B 
lia.l .isked for. He believed that it would 
ho more lo.n.irable for nieiiihera of the 
government to ..ppose the second reading 
of the bill, as the Chinese elauso was thu 
real principlo of the bill. The presideut 
of thejpuulacil had. .stated tbat tW dele^ 
gates who had come down here were net 
reprcseiitali\ e iiiim.'rs, hut if that was tho 
case how w:is it that the [jetitions wuio so 
lariiely cilciil.ited and signed, and pre- 
sented to this house and no dissent made 
Iroiii the '.genuine iniiier. 

Hon. Mr. Diiiismui:' sitid the genuine 
miners ilid not attend the meetuigs and 
look no part in the agitation. Tho dele- 
.^ates re|/resented the Knights of Labor. 

Mr. Heaven c.uld not understand why 
thu genuine iiiincr did not take some 
action anil petition the house. 

Hon. Mr. Diinamuir — They are afraid. 

Mr. Beaveii would like an explanation 
.111 that )ioint. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir — If thoy wore' to 
t.ike any part against this agitation tli«y 
would probably be treated to a li^jbted 
powder can, thrown in their house. It 
liad beou done before. 

jSlr. Leaven said that he did not believe 
that such .^ctH would be committed. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir — It has been done 
before - in Nanainio. 

Mr. Beavcn said he could not see why 
tha miners should bo afraid of the Knights 
of Labor. Thoy were more likely to bo 
afraid ol the owners. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said "no." A 
miner could pack his kit, demand his pay 
and go at any time. 

Mr. Beavoii said that tho miners wero 
not in tho same indopendont position as 
the lion, president of .the . council, and 
prol>,ibly would not act as had been sug- 
g(^sted. So far as tho miners wore con- 
cerned he had always found them an in- 
dustrious, honorable, intelligent class. 

Hen. Mr. Dunsmuir' — So they are, tho 
genuine minor. 

Mr. Beaven, referring to the constitu- 
tionality Of the Ohinese olaui^e, claimed, 
that it was competent for tho house to 
pass and enforce it. Thoy had passed 
several act.s in 188(i, legislating against 
the emidoyment of Chineae on certain 
A'orks which had not been disallowed. 
Referring to the accidents which had 
taken )>laco, Mr. Beaven said that they 
were' of great injury to the province. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir -rSo they are, and 
I know it too well. 

Mr. Beaven said ho could not under- 
stand why tho interests of tho coal mino 
owner and thu coal digger wore not one 
.tnd thu same, and he could not see why 
the owners did not accept tho amuiid- 
meiits offered by tho miners. To his 
mind tflis was a bill which shnuld pass as 
a whole. Ho did not think it right that 
lion, gentlemon should favor the second 
reading of the bill and then mutilate it in 
coiiuiiitteo. 

Hon. Mr. Davie thought it qeito com- 
petent for ail hull, member to vote for the 
second reading of any bill and then seek 
to improve or oliininato any single dotjiil 
of its provisions while in committee 
with other hon. gentlemen. He intended 
to vote for the second reading of this bill, 
and then exercise his judgment during its 
consider.ition in committee, if he thought 
that tho Chinese clause >yuuld .aid the 
minor in preserving his*;lifp;tli'e';Would bo 
willing to risk its utiaonstituiioiiMity, and 
vote for it, for ho Would ''oonsider it a de- 
sirable end to attain; but he did notthhik 
it would benefit the minor. Quoting the 
bill oxclmling Chi ne.su .from voting an an 
ovidenco of the power of tho house tfi ex- 
clude tlium from working in coal mines 
was absurd, for thoy had oxolusivo con- 
trol over tho fraiichiso. It being npar 
six, thu liuii. gentleman mnfod the ad- 
journmeiit of the debate. ■
